Claims 1-10 are pending in this application filed 08/16/01. 
Applicant's claims are directed toward compositions and 
methods for prevention of photoaging. 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 
35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this 
section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless -- 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in 
the United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international 
application by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 
371(c) of this title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 



Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Lezdey et al USP 6,096,327, cited and supplied by 
applicant . 

Lezkey et al disclose cosmetic compositions and methods 
providing revitalizing the skin especially where it is placed in an 
environment which can cause injury or damage to the skin. Lezkey 
further discloses that the compositions contain an effective amount 
of protease inhibitors, specifically serine protease inhibitors and 
more specifically, alpha 1-antitrypsin. Lezkey further discloses 
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that the damage to the skin may be caused by exposure to the sun. 
In column 2, lines 52-65, Lezkey further discloses that the 
protease inhibitor is a milk-type product. Lezkey discloses each 
and every aspect of the invention as claimed by the applicant in 
the instant case.
